He Adds a Note Hefting Forth the Ex­ 
act Position of the ('tilted Slates 
It Is Relieved That China 


Will Accept the Terms. 


Washington, Doc. 24.—Secretary Hav 
has received a cablegram from Minister 
Conger at Pekin announcing that he 
had signed the agreement reported by 
foreign ministers, but had doue so with 
a written explanatory statement setting 
forth the exact position of his govern­ 
ment. 
The text of the statement was not for­ 
warded by Conger, but it is understood 
to be based nj»on the last instruction* 
he received from the department,which, 
while disapproving the inclusion in the 
agreement of some of the more severe 
language accepted it as the best arrange­ 
ment that could be made at this time. 
It is believed that the United States, 
also, while sanctioning the provisions of 
agreement relative to the maintenance 
of permanent lines of communication, 
legation guards and the prohibition of 
importation of arras into China, indi­ 
cates clearly that constitutional reasons 
prevent the executive from making any 
pledge to take part in the execution of 
these plans. The signature of the agree­ 
ment by the ministers closes what is re­ 
garded here as the first most important 
and most difficult phase of negotiations 
as to China, for it is not doubted that 
the C h in e se envoys will subscribe to the 
agreement without amendment. 
Its conclusion has been marked by 
one of the most curious mistakes in the 
history of international exchange, for 
by ii cipher error a majority of the last 
to sign found to their amazement they 
had contracted to do exactly what they 
did not intend, and moreover the error 
was irretrievable. 
It is understood the indemnity will be 
for $2000,000,000.

Manila, Dec. 24.—The recently organ­ 
ised autonomy party wan launched Sun­ 
day at a meeting attended by virtually 
•ll the loyal Filipino leaders in Manila. 
The declaration of principles was read 
and after some discussion adopted by u 
vote of 128, less than half a dozen de­ 
clining to vote. 
All sigued tho indorse­ 
ment of the platform, including Senor 
Paterno, one of tho most influential of 
the former insurgent leaders whose real 
attitude toward authority had been 
much questioned* Th* principal discus­ 
sion was with reference to the organisa­ 
tion of the government. 
The council of 
25 members was elected together with 
an executive committee. 
Advices brought Sunday by steamer 
from southern Luzon say that a lieuten­ 
ant and OO men of the Ninth cavalry 
attacked a large body of insurgents last 
Wednesday near Guinabatan, province 
of Albay. 
After the battle 45 dead in­ 
surgents were counted, together with 
many wounded. 
The only American 
casualty was the wounding of a ser­ 
geant who was cornered by several reb­ 
els and struck iii the leg by a bolo. Tho 
rebel loss was the heaviest recorded 
among the reoent encounters. 
The cut­ 
ting of the wires delayed the official re­ 
port of the engagement. 
The problem of securing a stable cur­ 
rency bas never approached a definite 
solution in the Philippines, though it 
had not pressed for immediate settle­ 
ment until very recently, when United 
States and Mexican dollars were for a 
few days evenly exchanged. 
This was 
terminated by a provisional order which 
the government reimbursed the banks 
foa losses they m ight sustain through 
paying out Mexican silver for United 
States currency from reimbursing offices 
and trade. Doubt is expressed however, 
in the desirability of continuing this ar­ 
rangement. 
The extension of the United States 
emigration laws to the island without 
substantial change to meet the local con­ 
ditions is said to have proven of doubt­ 
ful expediency aud especially so with 
regard to a contract labor law. 
The writ of habeas corpus has fre­ 
quently been invoked and under its 
speedy operation nearly IOO prisoners, 
the heritage of the Spanish regime,have 
been liberated from unwarranted deten­ 
tion.

We did not justify the killing 
and do not look upon it as an act to be 
applauded."

With 
an anarchist government this woald 
never happen. 
We coaid have no di­ 
vorces because there would bo no m ar­ 
riages. 
It is a crying shame that men 
and women should be bound together 
by marriage ties. 
"I believe in a government in which 
every man and woman should do as he 
or she pleases. 
Oars and elevated trains 
aud everything would be free. There 
would be no jealousies. 
Anarchists as 
a rule are unselfish. 
No one would de­ 
mand more than another. 
Everything 
would be equalized. There would bo no 
accumulation of wealth. 
The desire 
for wealth after all is childish. It is like 
little children who want more toys. 
It 
means a lack of intelligence. 
Wealth 
does not bring happiness. 
Under an­ 
archy there would be no crime.

Would be no need for anyone to steal be­ 
cause all would have enough to live on. 
"W hat I intend to do, bringing this 
about? 
For the next two or three 
months I will lecture in different cities 
In the vicinity of New York.
